The ex p losion which caused the 
tragedy occurred a t the Honkeiku 
colliery in the Iensihu coalfield of 
M anchuria on Ap ril 26, 19 42. The 
Jap anese had kep t the news from 
the outside world until today ’s an­ 
nouncement. 
K. V. Cammack, of headquar­ 
ters' mining and geology division, 
said a short circuit occurred in the 
m ine’s electrical sy stem , igniting 
m ethane gas and causing a blast 
th a t trap p ed 4,400 workers.

H eart of the p rogram is a series 
of lantern slides develop ed by Sgt. 
Fred S. Van Allen. A set of the 
slides will be distributed to each 
of the p atrol's five districts. P a ­ 
trolmen will be available to p re­ 
sent the slides and a lecture a t 
schools and before other group s. 
The slides were worked out on

Each series of slides begins w ith 
a p resentation of one of the m ajor 
causes of accidents. Succeeding il­ 
lustrations show how the accident 
occurred, and the final slide of the 
series is a grap hic and often grue­ 
some p hotograp h of the inevitable 
result.

Moritz said there were several 
p oints they esp ecially desired to 
imp ress on school children. One 
was the use of bicy cles. Too m any 
do not realize th a t a bicy cle is a 
vehicle subject to all regulations 
of the traffic code, he said.

WASHINGTON. Ap ril 16—The 
m eat and dairy industries voiced 
loud criticism today of the latest 
governm ent p rogram s to p ut more 
m eat and butter on the nation’s 
store shelves. 
The new regulations, issued y es­ 
terday , called for a new livestock 
control sy stem and increased fed­ 
eral subsidies to step up dairy p ro­ 
duction w ithout p erm itting higher 
retail p rices for butter, m ilk and 
cheese. 
The Am erican M eat Institute 
said current m eat shortages could 
not be corrected by “new orders, 
p iled on top of p resent unw ork­ 
able regulations.” It said black 
m arket op erators would p ay no 
attention to the p rogram . 
The D airy Industry association, 
rep resenting m any dairy p roduc­ 
ers and p rocessors, said the new 
dairy p rogram was only a "stop 
gap ” which would offer the farm ­ 
er no encouragem ent. 
Due To Restrictio ns 
Leonard E. H urtz, chairm an 
o f 
the association, said p resent dairy 
shortages were due to restrictive 
governm ent 
regulations, 
adding 
th a t "the fanners kno w th a t a sub­ 
sidy is an economic device and 
will be discarded as soon as its 
p urp ose is served, thus giving no 
assurance of m arket stability ." He 
said dairy m en w anted p rice in­ 
creases, not subsidies. 
Economic 
Stabilizer 
Chester 
Bowles p redicted, however, th at 
the dairy p rogram would result in 
a substantial increase in butter 
sup p lies within 60-day s. The live­ 
stock p rogram was designed to 
break up a sp reading black m arket 
in m eat which has been throttling 
legitim ate p roduction.

Meanwhile, the justice dep art­ 
m ent p ushed its investigation of 
rep orts th a t black m arket m eat 
op erators had been m aking false 
subsidy claims. Packers who buy 
livestock at above-ceiling p rices 
are not entitled to subsidies. 
The CIO p ackinghouse workers 
union, m any of whose members

th a t p ackers

m eat shortages to discredit p rice 
control.

SINCE the time of Job, and 
doubtless before, mankind has 
rated boils as among its most pain 
ful afflictions. Poor Job scraped 
himself with a potsherd and cursed 
the day he was born. The modern 
man fortunately, has other and 
better resources against this skin 
infection, which is known to doc­ 
tors as furunculosis. 
The parts of the skin moat often 
attacked by boils are the back of 
the neck within the hair margin, 
the sweat and fat glands in the 
armpits, the buttocks and the fore­ 
arms. Infections which penetrate 
deeply into the skin are called car­ 
buncles. 
Location and beverity 
The treatment of furunculosis 
will depend on the location and 
severity of the infection. In the 
case of small boils which develop 
in the back of the neck, Dr. S. Wat­ 
son Smith of England, suggests 
that the area which is affected be 
washed twice a day with soap and 
water, followed by the application 
of a sulphur lotion without putting 
any gauze covering over the area. 
A s soon as the boils soften he 
advises they be opened using 
a 
pointed match stick dipped in a 
mild tincture of iodine. 
When many small boils develop 
in other parts of the body, Dr. 
Smith advises covering them with 
gentian violet morning and night 
for a week. After the boils are 
opened, he advises that a magnesi­ 


um sulfate pa*te spread on gauze 
be applied and changed every four 
hours. 
Cover Carbuncles 
In the case of carbuncles he does 
not believe that they should be cut 
open. Ile thinks the best treatment 
is to cover them also with a mag­ 
nesium sulfate paste and to give 
injections into a muscle of peni­ 
cillin. A penicillin preparation in­ 
stead of the magnesium sulfate 
paste may be applied liberally to 
the carbuncle. 
The logic of this is plain when 
it is understood that in most in­ 
stances boils are caused by staphy­ 
lococcus germs, which ere among 
those most readily attacked by 
penicillin. 
Boils or carbuncles may be dan­ 
gerous. Hence, it is suggested by 
Dr. Smith that the patient be kept 
at rest in bed; that he be given a 
good diet and preparations con­ 
taining vitamins such as yeast. 
Sometimes, vaccine made from 
staphylococcus 
germs 
may be 
helpful in preventing attacks of 
boils. One of the sulfonamide 
drugs, such as sulfathiazole may 
also be administered. He does not 
believe that a sulfonamide oint­ 
ment should be used on boils. 
After recovery from an attack 
of boils has occurred, it may be a 
good idea to give the patient some 
iron-containing preparation to 
overcome any anemia or lessening 
of the coloring m atter in the blood 
which has developed.

SINCE th* tim* of Job, and 
doubtless 
before, mankind ha* 
rated boil* a* among it* most pain­ 
ful afflictions. Poor Job scraped 
himself with rn potsherd and cursed 
th* day he wa* bom. The modem 
man fortunately, ha* other and 
better resources against this skin 
infection, which is known to doc­ 
tors a* furunculosis. 
The part# of the skin moat often 
attacked by boils are the back of 
the neck within the hair margin, 
the sweat and fat glands in th* 
arm pits, th* buttocks and the fore­ 
arm*. Infections which penetrate 
deeply into the skin are called car­ 
buncle!. 


Location sud Severity 
The treatm ent of furunculosis 
will depend on the location and 
severity of the infection. In the 
case of small boil* which develop 
in the back of the neck, Dr. S. W at­ 
son Smith of England, suggest* 
that the are* which is affected be 
washed twice a day with »o*p and 
w ater, followed by the application 
of a sulphur lotion without putting 
any gauz* covering over the area. 
As soon as the boils soften he 
advises they be opened using a 
pointed match stick dipped in a 
mild tincture of iodine. 
When many small boil* develop 
in other part* of the body, Dr. 
Smith advise* covering them with 
gentian violet morning and night 
for a week. A fter the boils are 
opened, he advises that a magnesi­ 


um sulfate pa«te spread on gsut* 
he applied and changed every four 
hours. 
Corer Carbuncles 
In tho case of carbuncles he d*?? 
not believe that they should be cut 
open. He Urn ks the best treatm ent 
is to cover them also with a mag­ 
nesium sulfate paste and to giv* 
injections into a muscle of peni­ 
cillin. A penicillin preparation in­ 
stead of the magnesium sulfate 
paste may be applied liberally to 
the carbuncle. 
The logic of this is plain when 
it is understood that in most in­ 
stances boils are caused by staphy­ 
lococcus germs, which ere among 
those most readily *ttack*d by 
penicillin. 
Boils or carbuncles may be dan­ 
gerous. Hence, it is suggested by 
Dr. Smith that the patient be kept 
at rest in bed; that he be given a 
good diet and preparation* con­ 
taining vitamins such as yeast. 
Sometimes, vaccine made fiom 
staphylococcus 
germs 
may 
be 
helpful in preventing attacks of 
boils. One of the sulfonamid* 
drugs, such as sulfathiazoie may 
alto be administered. He doe* not 
believe that a sulfonamide oint­ 
ment should be used on boils. 
A fter recovery from an attack 
of boils has occurred, it may be a 
good idea to give the patient some 
iro n -co n tain in g p re p a ra tio n to 
overcome any anemia or lessening 
of the coloring m atter in the blood 
which has developed.
